I liked Pantha at first. But 
she turned into a bore. It's 
getting easy to determine 
who her next victim is going 
to be. (Any guy getting in- 
volved with Pantha is sure to 
be dead by the end of the sto- 
ry! And by her claws.) By now, 
with ali those identical mur- 
ders, all in some way connect- 
ed with Pantha's past, and 
with Pantha in the area be- 
fore changing into panther 
form, somebody has got to be 
suspicious. The F.B.I, or a pri- 
vate detective or someone 
has to start piecing things to- 
gether, approach her with 
questions, get her side-track- 
ed from her search for her 
past, and onto new adven- 
tures. 

As for the rest of the issue, 
1 think there were too many 
stories with insane protago- 
nists. Lovers going mad are 
okay once in a while. But you 
had two in the same issue . . . 
"Pure As Snow" and "Rendez- 
vous." "Pure As Snow" is the 
first color section I really liked. 
Your other color sections were 
too vibrant. But this one was 
nice. 

I'd like to see Felix Mas 
draw a VAMPIRELLA story. 
His style is close to Gonzalez' 
but i think it would be inter- 
esting to see each of your art- 
ists do an adventure of our 
heroine, so the fans could 
compare styles. 



In VAMPIRELLA S35, Flax- 
man Loew produced a better 
than usual story for the con- 
tinuing saga ot our heroine. In 
addition to being an unusual 
and effective variation on the 
old Frankenstein theme. "The 
Blood Gulper" contained an 
element of genuine suspense. 
As the story unfolded it was 
in doubt that VAMPl would 
be able to clear herself of the 
killings. It was a superior sto- 
ry, and despite the consoicu- 
ous absence of Jose Gonza- 
lez, Jose Ortiz did a more 
than adequate job on the art. 

But I find myself disagree- 
ing with some parts of Brian 
Caden's letter in that issue. 
Bringing back the Van Hel- 
sings would not limit VAMPI's 
adventures. With the recent 
maturing of her personality, 
Adam and his father could 
only add to the storyline. 

And what's this about VAM- 
PI's "mission" against evil? I 
think Caden is confused over 
her well known vendetta 
against the Companions of 
Chaos. If he flips through back 
issues, he'll find that it was 
the Chaos Cult that began the 
feud. They did this by killing 
Tyler Westron, the doctor 
whose surgery once saved 
VAMPIRELLA's life, and who 
developed the serum that en- 
abled her to keep her phys- 
ical need for blood under con- 
trol. 

In the future I would like to 
see some other aspects of 
VAMPI's physical powers be- 
sides her ability to take bat 
form and her bloodlust What 
ever became of her telepathic 
and hypnotic talents? And 
what of her abnormally keen 
senses of hearing and smell? 
And her strength and reflex- 
es? If she successtully sur- 
vived on her home planet in 
an environment so savage 
that it would have killed a 
weaker person, she should 
have at least some advantages 
on earth. Some of these as- 
pects might make interesting 
elements in a future story. 

All in all. issue tt35 was good 
in terms of art and stories, 
I'll be looking forward to the 
next issue.

When Gonzalo Ma- 
yo made his de- 
but in the Warren 
magazines.inCREEPY 
tt50, readers hailed 
him as the artistic tind 
of the century. Since 
that time, however, 
Gonzalo seemed to 
have disappeared from 
comics completely. Not 
so. For the past sev- 
eral months, the ver- 
satile illustrator has 
been working on a spe- 
cial book-length proj- 
ect, soon to appear in 
the pages of EERIE 
magazine. Like our 
Dax The Warrior annu- 
al, in EERIE tf59, Gon- 
zalo's feature will fo- 
cus on the exploits of a 
legendary hero , . .The 
Spanish Lord, ElCid. 

Gonzalo, who was 
born thirty-two years 
ago in Peru, onty re- 
cently moved to New 
York City to begin 
work as a Warren staff 
artist, "I've been il- 
lustrating comics for 
ten years,*' Gonzalo 
cites. "I've done every 
type of story, every 
type of comic imagin- 
able, including the 



European publications 
of Tarzan. But I've 
achieved one of my 
major ambitions by be- 
coming part of the 
Warren family of art- 
ists." 

However, comics a re 
not the only thing Gon- 
zalo has illustrated. 
■'At sixteen, I began 
to work professional- 
ly," he claims. "I work- 
ed as a staff arttst for 
Panamerican Televi- 
sion, I've done both 
serious illustrations 
and simple cartoons 
for book, magazineand 
newspaper publishers, 
both in the Americas 
and overseas." 

Gonzalo cites two 
reasons tor selecting 
comics as his artistic 
homeground.
